The farmers in the western part of

number of hog doctors from a distance 
have presented alleged cures that have 
proven sure death to the hogs and the 
farmers were ready to mob the next man 
that come along, until a gentleman from 
Arkansas arrived who made a fair propo- 
sition to Mr. Thornhill. It was that if 
he did not cure the hogs he would pay 
cash for every hog that died that would 
eat his liquid medicine. He was given a 
trial, nnd all the hogs that took the medi- 
cine are recovering. A bunch of 20 shoats 
were slightly affected. They had to be 
driven out of the dog-fennel and they 
would not eat. The medicine was appliec 
and Saturday they were eating with great 
avidity. Jerry Turpin reports that sev- 
eral hogs in the eastern part of Mt. Zion 
township have died of cholera recently.
